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161 Years After 
The Cotton Gin 


One hundred and_ sixty-one 
years ago today, March 14, 1794, 
the Patent Office issued a cer- 

tificate to Eli 
Nhitney for his 
‘irst major _§in- 
yention—the cot- 
on gin. 
It is an aston- 
shing fact that 
Whitney, an un- 
emploved teach-. 
er, should have 
contributed the 
mechani ical 
means. with the 
tin, to expand 
cotton and slavery; and with his 
principle of interchangeable parts 
in a rifle, the means to mass pro- 
duction. 

It is the custom to.say that 
it was Whitney's. gin’ which 
brought about an immediate ac- 
celeration in cotton. This is not 
strictly true. Consequently, this 
anniversary week, as the na- 
tion farmers turn to their 
spring planting and as the Rus- 
gians, with unaccustomed meek- 
ness, ask to send experts to 
see how we produce so much 
food and fiber, might be the 
proper time for an essay on 
land use.

The second 
migration followed hard on the 
heels of the annexation of Texas 
in 1845. 

Whitney's gin was made in 
1793. (The patent was 
granted in March, 1794). Yet, in 
1800 the total Southern crop was 
only about 35,000 bales, largely 
from South Carolina and Geor- 
gia. 

But when 
lands were thrown open to 
settlement and Texas was an- 
nexed, the gins and slaves went 
along to the new virgin lands. 
Ry 1830 production was up to 
870,000 bales. By 1850 settlers 
had had five years to get crops 
in the rich Texas soils. That 
vear the bale total was 2,786,- 
706. , 

In the decade from 1850 to 
1860 Texans supplied most of 
the increase. The total of the 
latter year was 4,300,000 bales.

The combination of rich new 
soils and Whitney's gin had 
transformed an economy. It had 
heen a tedious one of little profit 
until the gin came into being. 
Slaves painstakingly separated 
the staple from the seed. The 
cotton was not well cleaned. 
Had not the gin and the new 
land coincided there is not much 
doubt but that slavery would not 
have expanded, The ‘new rich’’ 
pressure of the cotton planta- 
tions of Mississippi, Alabama 
and Texas would not have been 
so extreme in the controversy 
over extension of slavery to the 
new states and territories. The 
Civil War might have been 
avoided. , 

The patent of 161.years ago 
today reaches. down to us yet.

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Red Leaders Admit 
System Has Failed 


Leaders of the Soviet Union have ad- 
mitted to their own people and to all the 
world that the Soviet system has failed. 
Collectivized agriculture has collapsed. In- 
dustrialization has not produced a highe: 
standard of living. Shortages of food and 
other commodities are admitted freely. 

All of this has happened in the past 
few months. The government blames the 
distress falling output to “bureau- 
cratic. excessively inflated planning” 
misguided orders from department heads. 

The Communists have asked the 
United States whether it 1s willing to ex- 
change visits of agricultural delegations. 
They are holding up Pittsburgh and De- 
troit as “models” for its heavy industry. 
The U.S. has agreed to let 11 editors of 
student and youth publications in the 
Soviet Union visit this country. 

Strangest of all is a story from Moscow 
telling of a complete reorganization of its 

gricultural system. Farmers are to be 
given more independence in planning 
their planting. They are to be given that 


ovel 
and 


strange device of free enterprise—the 
more they -produce the more they can 
keep. 


In trving to interpret the enigma of the 
Soviet Union, one jumps at no conclusions. 
Any delegations allowed to visit this 
country to inspect our industrial and 
agricultural methods would be, in a sense, 
spies. On the other hand, if they could 
get a real picture of what America is and 
what our system produces, the Red revo- 


lution might very well assume an in- 
creasing American tint. 
It must be very painful for Russian 


leaders to admit—after years of preaching 
the opposite line—that this “decadent, 
capitalist’ democracy has something to of- 
fer. They may even get around someday 
to admitting that that “something” is a 
thing which no Russian of today knows— 
freedom. Meanwhile, they have admitted 
already that the Soviet system has failed. 
Surely the implications of that will not 
be lost on the rest of the world.

Censors Are Not Needed 


If People Are Literate 


Censorship, once established, knows no 
bounds. To what lengths it can be carried 
is shown vividly by a case now in Federal 
Court in Washington. 

A California rare book dealer bought 
a copy of Lysistrata abroad. It was con- 
fiscated by the Post Office Department on 
the grounds that certain passages are “ob- 
scene, lewd and lascivious.” 

The Californian brought suit 
against Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield, requesting that the book be 
returned to him. Mr. Summerfield confis- 
cated the volume under the Comstock Act 
of 1873. The book dealer’s suit has asked 
that this law be declared unconstitutional 
aS a violation of freedom of speech and 
freedom of the press.

This seizure of Lysistrata redyces to an 
absurdity much of the theory of censorship 
and the judgment of censors. Lysistrata 
is a play that was written about 2,400 
years ago, and has pleased readers and 
theatergoers since. The play can be found 
on thé shelves of any well-stocked library 
or in any school worthy of the name. If 
survival is a test of merit, Lysrstrata is one 
of the world’s greatest pieces of literature. 

If the Post Office wins .this case, we 
may as well prepare ourselves for a period 
of draping all Venuses, and hiding the 
masterpieces. of the ages from prurient 
human eyes.
